Jays  set  three  new  scoring  records  in  a  losing 
season.  Leo  Boughton  set  the  scoring  mark  at  43 
points  against  Illinois  College  only  to  have  it  tied 
by  Don  Anderman  two  months  later  against  Lake 
Forest.  Leo  also  set  the  field  goal  record  at  21  in 
his  43  point  performance.  The  high  powered  of- 
fense scored  75.1  points  per  game  while  yielding 
83.8  points  per  game  to  opponents.  The  Jays  shot 
61.76%  from  the  line  and  were  led  by  Don  Ander- 
man's  80%,  thereby  winning  the  free  throw  award. 
Anderman  and  Boughton  were  chosen  valuable 
players.  The  loss  of  both  these  players  during  the 
season  drastically  handicapped  the  Jays  -  especially 
Anderman' s  broken  collar  bone  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  season.
